, There is more than a slight cloud in 
the horizon of the pope’s financial situ- 
ation. His Secretary of the treasury or 
chief financial manager has been dis- 
placed on account of bad management. 
Imagining himself shrewd and an adept 
in modern methods of doubling and 
quadrupling capital in a brief period, 
and by methods deemed to be both 
moral and right by the modern church, 
both Roman and Protestant, he planned, 
played his game and lost. The papal 
exchequer has been depleted or placed 
in extreme peril of loss to the amount 
of 6,000,000 lire or $3,000,000, 

The cause of this condition of affairs 
is primarily the desire of Mgr. Folchi, 
the pope’s financial Secretary, to specu- 
late, make money and so become famous 
as one of the magnates of finance and 
also to increase the wealth of the vati- 
can, He saw how the naughty world- 
lings, Jews, Romanists, Protestants, ag: 
nostics, atheists and materialists pros- 
pered; how they sheared the innocent 
and ignorant “lambs” in the marts where

Variations of the Magnetic 
Needle, 
Why the magnetic needle points 


northward has never been satisfactorily 
determined, but what puzzles the scien- 
tists most is its persistent variation for 
different localities. By observations in 
Paris it was found that in 1681 the mag- 
netic needle varied two degrees and thir- 


ty minutes to the west; in 1565, less 
than two hundred years later, eighteen 
degrees and thirty minutes to the west. 


Iu London between i580 and 1692, the 


needle varied from ten degrees, fifteen 
minutes east, to six degrees west. 
Dakota the average variation is thirteen 
degrees and thirty minutes east; in 


In 


Minnesota eleven degrees enst, while in 
Montana it is twenty degrees east. It 
does not point due uorth except in a 
few localities, and at no place does it 
continue to point with a given angular 
distance from the north of any stated 
length of time. In many places it 
changes regularly, annually, diurnally, 
and bourly, and is, besides, further sub- 
ject to fluctuations reducible to no me- 
thod of tabulation. In the vincinty of 
iron, inany shape, or of maguetic sands, 
itis deflected toward the material at- 
tracting it, The needle bas been known 
to vary five degrees in a distance of one 
mile, and one degree and thirty minutes 
in two hours when left statiouary in a 
certain locality.

A Frozen Spot. 

For many years scientists have been 
perplexed over the phenomena of a cer- 
tain well at Yakutsk, Siberia. As long 
ago as 1828,a Russian merchant began 
to sink this noted well, and after work- 
ing on it for three years, gave it up, hav- 
ing at that time sunk it to a depth of 
thirty fect without gettiug through the 
frozen ground, He communicated these 
facts to the Russian Academy of Science, 
who sent men to take charge of the dig- 
ging operations at the wonderful well. 
These scientific gentlemen toiled away 
at their work for several years, but at a- 
bandoned it when a depth of three hun- 
dred and eighty-two feet had been 
reached, with the earth still frozen as 
hard as a rock. In 844 the Academy 
had the temperature of the soil at the 
sides of the well taken at various depths. 
From the data thus obtained they came 
to the startling conclusion that the 
ground was frozen to a depth exceeding 
six hundred feet.
